The 
budget, 
which 
estimates 
spending for the 12 months b eg g ­ 
ing July I, not only dwarfed any­ 
thing In the history books, It repre­ 
sented more than the annual ex­ 
penditures of all the other belliger­ 
ents on both sides of the war, put 
together. 
It was nearly three times what 
Germany Ls spending, four times 
England, and 14 times Japan. 
In the current fiscal year. Amer­ 
ica's war cost was estimated by 
Mr. Roosevelt at about $77 000.000 - 
000. 
Add to that another $19,000- 
000.000 spent between Pearl Harbor 
and the beginning of the current 
year, and the American war bill 
between Dec 7. 1941. and June 30, 
1944, will be $ 196.000.000.000— just I 
$1,000,000,000 short of all the money 
spent by the treasury from the day 
George Washington was inaugurat­ 
ed in 1789 until the Japs attacked 
a little more than a year ago.

Urges More Taxes 
Mr. Roosevelt said both he and 
Budget Director Harold D. Smith 
preferred to lay down a more ex­ 
plicit tax program, but the necessity 
of consulting Congress limited them 
to the mere statement in the budget 
message: 
“I believe th at we should strive to 
collect not less than $16,000,000,000 
of additional funds by taxation, 
savings, or both, during Hie fiscal 
year 1944.” 
This sum, he said, would be on 
top of the $33,081,245,000 net reve­ 
nues expected by the Treasury from 
existing laws, and with these would 
provide enough pay for half of the 
anticipated expenditures. 
In a press conference, however, 
the President said one of his per­ 
sonal objectives was a $25,000 limit

THIS LITTLE PAPER PULPIT 


I have Just finished reading “R an­ 
dom Harvest” by Jam es Hilton—an 
Harvest” by James Hilton—an cn- 
eniertalntng and purposeful brief 
book. Near the end I came across 
this statem ent given by a rath er un­ 
conventional preacher-missionary to 
the main cluracter of the book. He 
said: 'B u t preachmg doesn't need 
a pulpit. 
All it needs is what you 
have—a faith.” 
Well, that about tits tills writer. 
I dislike the idea of ever “preach­ 
ing.” I got a lot of th a t in my 
youth. 
R ather do I like the idea 
of just a brief talk witli those who 
care to read these simply written 
paragraphs. 
I am never satisfied with them. 
No otic with a purpose ever is satis­ 
fied with anvilling th at he does. 
But I have a faith—faith in m y­ 
self. faith in a better world, faith 
In people, and faith in an Over­ 
seeing God. 
This spot is merely 
a Little Paper Pulpit—accorded to 
me generously by the publisher of 
this newspaper. 
I take pride in it 
and in the opportunity—or hope— 
that something said from day to day 
may be of some comfort, encour­ 
agement, or hope-, to someone. 
For over 25 years now these talks 
have appeared in American and 
Canadian newspapers, in spots like 
this one. The task, from a busy and 
varied life, I look upon as the hap­ 
piest and most im portant of all that 
I have ever done. 
Late into the 
night most of them have been w rit­ 
ten, though thousands of them have 
been self-typed on steamships, rail­ 
road, in hotels, offices, and on vaca­ 
tion haunts.

Tile earnings of a m inor child 
m ust be included in the return of 
tile parent unless the child has be­ 
come em ancipated 
from parental 
authority In accordance with the 
laws of the S tate in which he lives. 
or if. under tile laws of the State, 
the child is entitled to his own earn­ 
ings w hether em ancipated or not. 
Tile laws regarding em ancipation 
vary’ in different States, and the 
facts in each case determ ine the 
liability for inclusion of such in­ 
come In the return of the parent. 
In the absence of proof to the 
contrary, a parent is assumed to 
have the right to the earnings of 
the m inor and m ust Include them in 
Ills return. 
A parent may volun­ 
tarily surrender or relinquish the 
legal right to

earnings of a m inor child, but if lie 
has done so, lie m ust be in a po­ 
sition to show proof of such re­ 
linquishm ent.
